Atlanta’s “drugstore bandits” 
struck again late Wednesday, tak- 
ing $180 in a bold robbery at the 
Argonne Pharmacy, 789 Argonne 
Ave., N. E., police reported. 

Dets. W. S. Acree and George 
Christian said the two bandits ap- 
parently are the same who last 
week robbed the Greenwood 
Pharmacy in the same section. In 
the Greenwood robbery the gun- 
men methodically robbed two 
druggists and all customers in the 
store by calling them to the rear 
o fthe building one at a time. 

In their latest robbery, however, 
the bandits found the Argenne 


Pharmacist B, B. Wynn, who wes 
preparing to close for the night. 

Wynn told the officers that after 
he had turned off the store lights 
and started out of the door, he was 
accosted by the two white men 
who came from around the corner. 

Both armed with .32 caliber re 
volvers, the same type weapons 
used in the Greenwood robbery, 
the men forced the pharmacist to 
return to the store. Inside, they 
made Wynn lie an the floor while 
they took a small bag containing 
the money, then raced into the 
street 

Wynn told Dets. Acree and 
Christian and Plainclothesman 
Sam Dillingham the men left the 
scene in an automobile bearing a 
South Carolina license plate. He 
said he was unable to get the li- 
cense number of the car because 
it was moving too fast 

Describing the bandits as being 
“suave and very well dressed,” 
Wynn told pelice the men were so 
“polite” in their manner that the 
robbery failed to “upset” him in 
any way. 

The men were wearing gloves 
and dark, aviation-type glasses, 
and one of them was dressed in a 
fashionable grey felt hat and ‘an 
expensive camel’s hair topcoat, 
Wynn said. Both men were of 
medium build, one being about 
5’ 11” and weighing 160 pounds; 
the other, about 5’ 9” and weigh- 
ing about 150 pounds, he added. 

Police immediately posted a 
lookout with all cars operating in 
the Northeast section in an effort 
to block escape of the bandits.

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3 Unions Block Labor Peace—Refuse Wage Boost 
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Already Accepted by 19 Other Railroad Unions! 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, Brotherhood 


of Locomotive Firemen and 


Enginemen and the Switch- 


men’s Union of North America, representing 125,000 rail- 
road employes, have refused to accept the offer of the Rail- 
roads of a wage increase of 154 cents an hour. 

This is the same increase awarded 1,000,000 non-operat- 
ing employes by an arbitration board early in September, 


1947. 
This is the same increase 


accepted by 175,000 conduc- 


tors, trainmen and switchmen by agreement on November 


14, 1947, 


The railroads feel it is due shippers, passengers, employes, 
stockholders, and the genera! public to know that through- 
out these negotiations and in mediation, they have not 
only exerted every effort to reach a fair and reasonable 
settlement, but they have also met every requirement of 
the Railway Labor Act respecting the negotiation, media- 
tion, and arbitration of labor disputes. 


It seems unthinkable that these three unions, repre- 
senting less than 10 per cent of railroad employes, and 
those among the highest paid, can successfully maintain the 
threat of a paralyzing strike against the interest of the entire 


country—and against 90 per cent of their fellow employes. 


The threat of a strike cannot justify granting more favorable 
conditions to 125,000 employes than have already been put in 
effect for 1,175,000, nor will it alter the opposition of the rail- 
roads to unwarranted wage increases or to changes in working 
rules which are not justified. 


A glance at the box shows what employes represented by 
the Engineers and Firemen make. They are among the high- 
est paid in the ranks of labor in the United States, if not the 
highest. 


Agreements have been made with 1,175,000 employes, 
represented by nineteen unions. But these three unions, 
representing only 125,000 men, are trying to get more. 
They are demanding also many new working rules not 
embraced in the settlement with the conductors and train- 
men. 


Incidentally, the Switchmen’s Union of North America 
represents only about 7 per cent of all railroad switchmen, 
the other 93 per cent being represented by|the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen and covered by the settlement with 
that union.

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Sec. Marshall and the Cotton Council 


There is a definite parallel between the 
National Cotton Council’s program for re- 
habilitation of the cotton industry and the 
Marshall Plan for recovery of Western 
Europe. 

As Cotton Council President. Oscar 
Johnston said yesterday, the cotton indus- 
try is certain where it stands, it knows 
where it needs to go and it is sure of the 
means by which it can arrive. 

The Marshall Plan, officially the Eu- 
ropean Recovery Program, first set out to 
determine the state of Europe’s economy. 
Next it sought to define the objectives of 
recovery, and finally it delineated the 
means to achieve the goal. 

That is why when Sec. Marshall ad- 
dresses the tenth annual meeting of the 
National Cotton Council today he will be 
speaking to men whose mental processes 
have followed, in meeting the problems of 
their own industry, the logical reasoning 
exemplified in the program set forth by 
Sec. Marshall for recovery of those Eu- 
ropean nations that are friendly to the 
United States’ way. 


It is a tribute to the Cotton Council, 
and also a recognition of the world im- 
portance of the commodity, that Sec. Mar- 
shall accepted the invitation to speak. 
Presumably he will talk on the part cot- 
ton will play in the Marshall Plan. And 
since he will be speaking, too, to the nation 
over a nation-wide radio hook-up, he 
doubtless also will reiterate his request 
that Congress authorize the proposed four- 
year plan of aid to the amount he believes 
necessary to facilitate the program. 

The Cotton Council has performed an 
admirable service to the South and the 
world. It has done much to revive a sick 
industry, just as the Marshall Plan will 
do much to rescue the bed-ridden economy 
of 16 Western European nations, 

Sec. Marshall’s address no doubt will 
inspire the Council to greater effort in 
promoting more efficient production, 
greater distribution and wider usage of 


cotton. And it is good to know that cotton, 


still the most important single product of 
our region, is getting deserved attention 
in high places. |

Negro voting rights and Negro educational rights. 


One has been brought sharply to our attention by the Federal 
Court of Appeals which ruled the South Carolina white primary il- 
legal and a subterfuge depriving citizens of their right to choose their 
own representatives. 


The other, a decision by the Supreme Court, followed hard on its 
heels. It ordered the State of Oklahoma to provide equal educational 
facilities for a Negro gir] who, with full qualifications for entrance, 
had been refused. (It should be noted the students voted overwhelm- 
ingly to admit her.) 


I have tried to make my voice persistent through the 
years in saying that the problem has been long before 
us and that we had evaded it and refused honestly to meet it. 


I have never approached it on the basis of abolishing segregation. 
I do not now. But I always have insisted that we, as a region and a 
people, have been dishonest in our segregation policy and that large- 
ly because of that we are in trouble. We wrote our laws to say that 
while the races were to be separated we would provide “separate 
but equal” educational, travel, recreational and other facilities. 


, This we have not done and no person can insist we have made a 
fair effort to do so. It also is a fiction that we have made a policy 
of — equal treatment before the law, especially in our lower 
courts. 


It is this failure to be honest about our segregation laws which 
has brought down upon us most of our present troubles. The courts 
a persons most involved have been, all things considered, pa- 

ient. 


Se re ation Even now the Supreme Court gives us responsi- 

g g bility of decision: It did not abolish segregation. 
To have done so would have been to have opened a Pandora’s box of 
racial disorders, strife and instances of violence. 


An order to the South to mix the races in its schools would not 
have been obeyed and would have created a situation in most South- 
ern States requiring Federal troops. 


But the fair-minded citizen, however he feels about the racial 
subject, must admit that the court did not err in saying that a per- 
son subject to the same taxation and responsibility to the law of the 


ators as any other citizen, should have the right to equal educational 
rights. 


It is folly for emotional leaders to say the court is trying to mix 
the races. It is wicked and wrong to say that any person who sup- 
ports the court decision is trying to break down segregation. That 
again is falsehood and evasion. 


This newspaper and this writer have not, and do not, favor or 
edvocate ending educational segregation. 


Policy We always have maintained, and still maintain, and have 

thereby earned the criticism of many of the nation’s more 
liberal and leftwing elements, that any attempt, by law, to mix the 
races at a rate which exceeds general public acceptance will harm 
not help, race relations. 


It was 10 long years ago that the Supreme Court first turned on 
the alarm. It set the bells at the crossing to ringing with the Gaines 
case in Missouri, It told all of us then that if we wished to maintain 
separate schools of higher learning that we had best do something 
ebout it. To date we have done nothing. 


: If we are not blindly foolish we will take stock and 
Meaning say to ourselves that the doctrine of segregated travel 
does not mean filthy, poor transportation for one and good for the 
other. And segregated education does not mean good schooling for 
one and poor for the other. 


We have listened too long to those who said that every person 
who advocated just treatment within the framework of segregation 
was preaching social equality or trying to break down segregation. 
se instead of facing the facts. Those who have brought educational 
segregation into disrepute are those who have made their laws lies.

In voting the court has not said everyone must be allowed to vote. 
It says that every qualified citizen shall be allowed to vote. It is 
wrong to try and deceive the people about it. 


We cannot go on defending moral wrongs. In time they catch up 
with us as they now have.

Whipping Boy hard man to budge. On the Q. T. he made @ 
kind of whipping boy out of Wallace in the months before the con- 
vention. The Old Man would call his deputy in for lunch and then 
needle him on the ground that he was m vote-getter. Wallace, 
each time, would offer to withdraw himself from the 1944 ticket, 
but Roosevelt would laugh and go on eating. Wallace never had 
much of an appetite at these things. 


But when the chips were down, Roosevelt sent his now-famous 
letter to the convention which said, “If I were a delegate, I would 
vote for Henry Wallace for the Vice Presidential nomination.” 


That’s where the bosses stepped in. They went to Roosevelt 
singly and in groups, and finally the Old Mar began to waver. He 
called Flynn in one day and said he had jotted down three nameg 
of prospective Vice Presidents. 

The first one was Sherman Minton, former Federal Judge and 
Senator from this region. Flynn snorted indignantly. The second 
was Henry J. Kaiser, but Flynn told the President that Kaiser had 
been unfriendly to hima in 1940.

That is by “gentlemen’s agreements” among themselves 
that they will not contact any boy previously signed by an- 
other school. Lists of such boys could be obtained from the 
Commissioner's office. 

Such an agreement would have to be more successful than any- 
thing ever before attempted in the Southeastern and receive the 
wholehearted support of every coach. 

But maybe it could be done and maybe it’s worth trying if they 
turn the boys back on the market.
